South shook his head sadly 
when he saw the dummy. He ei* 
pected to lose one club and three 
diamonds, and that's exactly 
what happened to him. 
Declarer won the first trick 
with the ace of clubs, drew 
trumps, and led a diamond to­ 
ward dummy. 
All would go well if West hap­ 
pened to have both the ace and 
the king of diamonds. 
This forlorn hope was dashed 
when East captured dummy’s 
queen of diamonds and returned 
the suit. 
**It wasn’t your fault,” South 
told his partner magnanimously. 
“ You had a perfectly good 
jump raise. We were just un­ 
lucky that you had three dia­ 
monds and two hearts instead of 
the opposite.” 


COURTEOUS REPLY 


“ It wasn’t your fault either,” 
North replied courteously. “ You 
did your best.” 
This was true, but South’s best 
was not good enough. He threw 
away a perfectly safe chance to 
make his contract. 
It simply never occurred to 
him to try a finesse in his single 
suit, hearts. 
After drawing trumps. South 
should lead his singleton heart 
and try a finesse with dummy's 
queen. As the cards lie, the fin­ 
esse works, and South can dis­ 
card his losing club on the ace 
of hearts. He eventually loses 
there diamonds, but nothing 
else. 


CLUB DISCARD 


Even if the heart finesse loses, 
South can later discard his los- 
gni club on dummy’s ace of 
hearts.

Federal Technicality, Wrong 


Statistics Shut Off Windfall

SACRAMENTO (C N SI-C ur- 
rent operations of AB-59. the 
controversial w elfare liberali­ 
zation bill approved last year, 
present a crazy-quilt pattern 
of few savings, where many 
were predicted; lower costs on 
a high cost program ; but in­ 
creased 
costs 
where 
t h e y 
w eren’t expect I'd. 
Most everyone agrees now 
that the bill was approved by 
the legislature with little ac­ 
curate information on what it 
would do. 


THE BIGGEST selling point 
In 1963 was that it would re­ 
sult in a trem endous windfall 
of federal support for patients 
in county hospitals. This fea­ 
ture alone was forecast by the 
departm ent of social welfare 
to m ean an extra 22 million 
dollars in 1963-64 and 28 m il­ 
lion d o l l a r s in 1964-65. It 
actually has produced only be­ 
tween 4 and 5 million dollars 
in the 1963-64 year. 


There are two reasons why 
the windfall didn’t m aterialize. 
First, the statistics present­ 
ed by the departm ent of social 
welfare a year ago were based 
on the national population and 
really didn’t apply to Califor­ 
nia. 
Second, and most im portant, 
a technicality in federal law 
which should have been well 
known has prevented the w ind-

UNDER THIS section, aid 
m ay be paid to families where 
one or both of the parents is 


u n e m p l o y e d , or underem ­ 


p l o y e d n o t earning sufficient­ 
ly to provide for the family. 
This was a big switch from the 


old ANC program , where one 
or both of the parents had to 
he m issing in order to qualify 
for aid. 


While the social welfare ad­ 
vocates in the legislature said 
this would keep fam ilies to­ 
gether and elim inate the ne­ 
cessity for the father to he 
absent, others argued that this 
would he an open invitation 
for a father not to work or to 
work only part time, with aid 
still forthcoming. 
Counties were pretty much 
shaken 
when 
they 
forecast 
what 
their 
costs 
would 
be 
under the program . But the 
casts under A FIX’-UP have 
been only about half what they 
were expected to he. 
The costs have shown up m 
other welfare program s—often 
in spades. 
Private w e l f a r e agencies 
with norm ally limited means 
began to refer such fam ilies 
to the county because of the 
new program . 
When these families applied 
for the new aid. it was found 
that many of them were eligi­ 
ble under another type of pro- 
gram . 


THE RESULT HAS been a 
ballooning of costs of other 
types of welfare program s for 
fam ilies, including the modern 
version of the old ANC pro­ 
gram . Thus the costs have 
been attributable to the other 
program s,

But the money all has c o m e ^ 
from the sam e pocket, t h e ^ ^ 
county taxpayer.

Who Benefits From 


Land Revaluation? 


Editor. Independent-Journal: 


John Gallas writes Aug. 1 
that 
Sausalito 
homeowners 
have valid com plaints against 
the Assessor’s program of re­ 
valuation. 
An 
individual 
homeowner 
can benefit, of course, from 


reduction of his own assessed 
valuation, as this reduces his 
share of the total property tax 
load: other property owners 
pick up the difference through 
the increased tax rate which 
his reduction entails. . . . 
The leaders of the Sausalito 
uprising seem unfam iliar with 
these 
elem entary 
relations. 
They seem to say that all 
property owners will benefit if 
all will get reduced assess­ 
m ents. 
But they are not really so 
naive. The Assessor’s revalua­ 
tion program is directed pri­ 
m arily 
toward 
land. 
These 
leaders hope to underm ine his 
program because their own 
holdings are largely in valu­ 
able lots or acreage. The aver­ 
age homeowner . . . benefits 
from the revaluation program 
because it compels such hold­ 
ers of lots and acreage to pay 
m ore of their fair share. 
There are, of course, some 
homeowners in growing areas 
whose land values are clim b­ 
ing and whose taxes rise when 
these 
increasing values are 
finally reflected on the assess­ 
m ent roll. . . . The few who 
see only the injury done them 
by higher taxes, who do not 
want to be “ forced out of their 
hom es” , or who are “ not in­ 
terested in the capital gain” , 
can readily find private in­ 
vestors who will carry the tax 
increase in return for the cap­ 
ital gain upon transfer of the 
property. 


. . . Rising land values re­ 


flect the growing need of all 
for the land to which they 
altaoh. If we reduce the taxes 
on such holdings, on the plea 
that present 
holders cannot 
pay them , we give additional 
favors to those who already 
have 
gotten 
something 
for 
nothing, 
we 
pile 
additional 
burdens on the average per­ 
son who gets no such wind­ 
fall, and we promote uneco­ 
nomic use of the land. 


WASHINGTON—It looks like 
no effort at all when Pablo 
Casals, Whitey Ford or Peter 
Sellers are doing their work. 
You just sit back and expect 
everything to go as planned. 
It’s true in politics, too. 
Hasn’t everybody been say­ 
ing that it is President Lyndon 
B 
Johnson’s “ right” to pick 
his own running m ate? 
But not one vice president 
who inherited the presidency 
in 
this 
century — Theodore 
Roosevelt. Calvin Coolidge and 
H arry Trum an—was able to 
pick his own running m ate. 


HASN’T EVERYBODY been 
saying 
that 
an 
incumbent 
president will he free to write 
his own platform on which he 
is going to be renom inated’’ 
But President Trum an was 
not free to write his own plat­ 
form in 1948 On the most con­ 
troversial issue of all, civil 
rights, Trum an wanted a mod­ 
erate plank, but the conven­ 
tion 
bolted 
his 
leadership, 
m any Southern delegates walk­ 
ed out, and Trum an lost four 
Southern states. 
Today Lyndon Johnson’s de­ 
cisive control of the Demo­ 
cratic National Convention — 
its m achinery, its prospective 
platform , and its vice presi­ 
dential nominee—look so easy 
that any president ought to be 
able to do it with the back of 
his hand. 


WHAT I AM SAYING is that 
the best professionals m ake it 
look deceptively simple—like 
it w asn't anything at all. But 
the fact is that Johnson’s eon- 
trolling position in the Demo­ 
cratic P arty represents an un­ 
m atched political achievem ent 
in the 20th Century, and it tes­ 
tifies to unm atched political 
skill. 
Teddy Roosevelt wanted a 
prom inent liberal as his run­ 
ning m ate in 1904, like Albert 
Beveridge, hut he had to take 
the inconspieunus and innocu­ 
ous 
Charles 
W. 
Fairbanks. 
Coolidge wanted Senator Bo­ 
rah. but the convention impos­ 


ed Charles G. Dawes on him. 
Trum an wanted Justice Doug­ 
las. but the delegates In s is ts 
upon Alben Barkley. 
Johnson will not only con­ 
trol the Atlantic City conven­ 
tion at every significant point, 
but he 
will have 
smoothly 
achieved this dominant posi­ 
tion in less than eight months 
in 
office, 
whereas 
Teddy 
Roosevelt and H arry Trum an 
could not achieve it iri three 
years in office. 


THIS IS WHY quick ascend­ 
ancy, so apparently effortless 
that it is taken for granted, is 
the m ark of an outstanding po­ 
litical professional. 
The president m ay or m ay 
not have decided who will he 
his running m ate, hut he has 
decided on the qualifications: 


1. A vice president capable 
of filling the presidency. 
2. A vice president capable 
and willing to subordinate his 
personal wishes and ambitions 
to total service to the presi­ 
dent. As Washington colum n­ 
ist Max Freedm an has well 
put it: “The vice president has 
no political existence and cer­ 
tainly no political significance 
apart from the president ’’ 
3. A running m ate capable 
of adding some strength to the 
ticket. 
Under these qualifications, 
Johnson has ruled out Atty. 
Gen. Robert Kennedy and. to 
m ake the decision less burden­ 
some. he has also ruled out 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. M cNam ara. U N. A m bassa­ 
dor Adlai E. Stevenson and 
Sargent Shriver. 
It m akes sense. 
The president will he great­ 
ly bcnefittcd by. even acutely 
needs, Robert Kennedy’s un- 
reluctant 
assistance 
in 
the 
cam paign. And will get it. 
The attorney general is well 
aw are that the m em ory and 
prestige of his late brother 
will be well served by the elec­ 
tion of the president, especially 
if 
Kennedy 
helps 
bring 
it 
about.

AT A RECENT Su n da y 
morning service at Novato 
Presbyterian Church, Rev. 
C, M, Coughran was presented 
with a new pulpit gown in 
commemoration cf th* third 
y e a r of his pastorate in 
Novato.

IT WAS DURING HIS pas­ 
torate that the church proper­ 
ties on Sherman and DeLong 
Avenues were sold to the City 
of Novato and remodeled into 
the City Hall. The first build­ 
ing of the new church on Wil­ 
son Avenue was also built. The 
membership has grown from 
450 to 650 during the same 
time.

However, that does not 
excuse the malicious juvenile 
mind that would dump thou­ 
sands of volumes of books on 
the floor just to create a mess. 
That was inexcusable. 
Superintendent Bunker did 


state that the vandalism at 
the high school was less this | 
year than in the past few 
years during the summer. Per­ 
haps having the pool has giv­ 
en some outlet to the surplus i 
energy of some of the poten­ 
tial vandals. 


IN ANY EVENT, the city 
swimming pool has given, 
many thousands of hours of j 
enjoyment to those who have 
used it this summer and we 
predict that No va to High 
School will soon have a swim­ 
ming program that will put it 
into the foreground athletically 
in a few years. 
When the public sees the 
excellent wo rk in g arrange­ 
ment between the city and 
school district in use of the 
pool, much of the criticism 
will disappear. In fact it has 
already, and some people are 
starting to ask when the city 
will build a second pool. With 
the financial success of this 
pool, that may come much 
quicker than people realize. 


ONE OTHER POINT about 
the pool which we would like 
to bring out into the open. 
There has been some talk that 
it is a restricted pool. We 
have even heard that CORE or 
some other such organization 
was going to make a test case 
of it. 
That is unnecessary. Both 
Peter Wolfe, pool manfger, 
and Edmund Mahany, director 
of parks and recreation have 
stated that it is a public pool 
and that anyone Is welcome 
regardless of race.

THE THOUGHT WAS that 
the company w o u l d benefit 
from practical tips from its 
emploves—and that the mo­ 
rale of the employes would 
benefit, too, from the flatter­ 
ing knowledge that manage- 
m e n t was humbly seeking 


their help. 


“ After all, we’re a team.” 
the announcement on the bul­ 
letin board usually read, 
and 
a team wins with the ideas of 
all its players.” 


SO THE BRIGHT NEW sug­ 
gestion boxes, bom of higli 
hopes, bloomed in thousands 
of offices throughout the land. 


Over the years in many of­ 
fices a certain realistic cyni­ 
cism replaced the earlier en­ 
thusiastic idealism. 


The boxes began to contain 
fewer and fewer worthwhile 
suggestions. T h e y became 
more and more reservoirs of 
complaints, office gossip, and 
waggist remarks. 


Many a boss quit opening 
the suggestion box after dis­ 
covering the m o s t popular 
suggestion was, “ Why don t 
you resign, Big Daddy? W hat 
this outfit needs is f r e s h 
brains at the top.” 


TODAY MANY A company 
head has washed his hands of 
the problem of the suggestion 
box. He often leaves it to be 
opened by a junior executive 
in the personnel department, 
j 


And that young man. if he 
bothers to read the missives 
at all. is likely to find the box 
contains s u c h familar ma-; 
terial: 
Twelve w a d s of chewing 
gum left their surreptitiously 
by the office boy. 


Ninety-seven pieces of wad­ 
ded up carbon paper. 
An unsigned note in femi-j 


nine handwriting: “ If you 
don’t stop that smarty in the 
supply 
department 
f r o m 
pinching me black and blue 
every time I go there to get 
some paper clips, I’m going 
to call the police.” 
An anonymous note saying, 
“ Why is it we never get any­ 
thing but blueberry pie in the 
company cafeteria? Does the 
boss own a blueberry farm on 
the side?” 


ANOTHER 
ANONYMOUS 
note saying, “ Why is it when­ 
ever I go to the cafeteria the 
blueberry pie is always gone? 
All there is left is chocolate 
pie, and I’m allergic to choco­ 
late.” 
“ I take this way of telling 
you—as I’ve told you 14 times 
in person,” reads a message 
from the office grouch, “ that 
it has been 13 years since I’ve 
had a merit raise. Are they 
going out of style? I ’m tired 
of doing everybody e 1 s e’s 
work around here, and getting 
no credit for it.” 
The box also contains such 
oddments as 68 torn executive 
memos, 37 broken p e n c i l 
stubs, a few aspirin tablets 
and a n o t e saying. “ Help, 
help!

Richardson 
Bay Plan 
On Agenda 


Moving the alignment of the 
Saueelito Canal in Richardson 
Bay, as requested by the Marin 
Conservation League, can be 
done, as far as the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers is concerned. 
But the change w ill mean 
delays and added costs for new 
underwater studies. 
The board of supervisors will 
meet at 8 p m. tomorrow in the 


i Civic Ce n t e r to discuss, once 
again, the Richardson Bay de­ 
velopment plans Unless some 
decision is reach«! soon on the 
project locally, the Army Engi­ 
neers will stop their work for 
the time being. 
Lt. Col. Robert H. Allen, dis­ 
trict engineer for the Corps in 
a letter to the board, gave the 
stop work warning and the pos­ 
sible encouragement on the! 
channel relocation. 
He said there would be a delay 
! before more federal money could 
be provided for studies, but 
added that the extra funds prob­ 
ably could be justified “ on the 
basis of a change in the desires 
of the sponsoring agency.” 
Allen said the present study on 
the bay plan is virtually com­ 
plete and almost ready to be 
issued publicly. 
But he added, “ the Corps of 
Engineers would have no objec­ 
tion to modifying the originally 
proposed channel alignment, and 
could certainly consider any 
reasonable change of plan of­ 
ficially requested by Marin 
j County, and I thoroughly appre- 
I ciate the need to include the 
I conservation of our fish and 
wildlife resources as a feature 
in any plan for ultimate devel­ 
opment of Richardson Bay.” 
Technically, the meeting Wed-; 
nesday is for two purposes. One j 
is to decide whether to re-insert 
a bulkhead line in the county’s 1 
Richardson Bay master plan. 
This line w ill mark how far 
out from shore filling will be 
allowed. 
The other reason is the ques­ 
tion of whether a special tax 
should be levied in Flood Con­ 
trol Zone 3. which includes the 
, watershed draining into upper 
Richardson Bay, for purchase of 
four large underwater lots in the 
middle of the bay, near the 
present location of the channel. 
The city of Mill Valley, which 
is in Zone 3, has requested that 
the special tax not be levied, but 
that the entire county consider 
itself responsible for buying tide- 
lots in the bay. 
Supervisor Peter H. Behr has 
announced he intends to call 
for a bond issue to solve the 
Richardson Bay problem. He 
said the money would allow pur 
chase of underwater lots so that 
the filling of the bay could be 
kept to a minimum, as requested 
by the Marin Conservation 
League and the Marin Rod and 
Gun Club. 
County adm inistrator Alan 
Bruce has been asked to bring 
in a report on all possible out­ 
side s our ces for financing a 
project in Richardson Bay, in­ 
cluding state conservation funds 
and fish and game moneys, and 
federal open space money. 
Bruce said the report will be 
ready late tomorrow. 
The bulkhead line recom­ 
mended by the county planning 
1 commission is far outboard of 
the line proposed by the conser­ 
vation league plan.

WASHINGTON - The Navy's 
powerful new air-to-ground mis- 
slo was bypassed in favor of 
conventional bombs and sm all 
strafing rocket* in the strike* on 
North Vietnam l*T boat bases. 


Poor wealher conditions, in­ 
cluding limited visibility, ap­ 
parently prevented use of the 
new 
Builpup m issile, which, 
under proper condition* can he 
launched well out of anti-air­ 
craft gun range and hit a tar­ 
get three to six m iles away 
with a 
l.oufl pound high ex­ 
plosive or nuclear warhead. 


Failure to em ploy the “ stand­ 
off” guided weapon m ay have 
been partly responsible for the 
loss of two American pilots in 
the series of attacks. 
Defense Secretary Robert S. 
M cNamara said the strafing and 
bombing attack* were made at 


low level because there was a 
low ceiling of clouds. This forced 
Marine 
Skyraidcrs 
and 
Sky- 
hawks to run a heavy barrage of 
anti-aircraft fire, with the loss 
of two plane* and dam age of 
two others. 


A Pentagon spokesman said 
the choice of ordnance to carry 
out the strikes ordered by Pres­ 
ident Lyndon B, Johnson in re­ 
taliation for Communist PT boat 
attacks on U.S. destroyers in 
the Gulf of Tonkin was made by 
the Navy air group com m ander 
on the scene.

Their drawback, despite the 
latest in electronic gear, is that 
they are guided partly to the 
target by the pilot. 
Once he 
Builpup is launched, the pilot 
must peer through an optical 
system and. using radio com ­ 
mands, guide the m issile on a 
proper course. This is. of course, 
im possible when clouds obscure 
the target. 


So it is obvious the Navy

surface m issile. 
But at this 
moment, none is on the way. 
World War II bombs are the 
only thing available for non­ 
nuclear warfare.
